2. Applicant's amendment and accompanying Remarks filed 9-10-2002 have been 
entered and carefully considered. 

The amendment is insufficient to overcome the anticipation and obviousness 
rejections of claims 1-22 and 28-37. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102

4. Claims 1-12, 15-19 and 28-37 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 4,250,136 to Rex substantially as set forth in section 6 of the last 
Office Action and as interpreted by the evidenciary document US 6,210,715 B1 to 
Starling et al 

US 6210715 B1 to Starling et al teaches that industry views microspheres as 
having diameter range of 100 to 6000 microns (Col 3, lines 35-45). Consequently, 
macro spheres as discussed by Rex have a size range that corresponds to what is held 
in the industry to be "microspheres" regardless of the semantics Rex may employ to 
show distinction between his two size groupings of microspheres.

6. Claims 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over US 4,250,136 to Rex substantially 
as set forth in section 9 of the last office action and as microspheres are interpreted as 
set forth above.
